Rival Claims in Fighting at 
Verdun Still Vary 
Widely.

The Austrian offensive on the Ital- 
ian front is being pushed vigorously, 
according to current official reports 
and the Italians admitted they have 
fallen in back in the southern Tyrol 
before the Austrian onslaught. 


In the fighting about Verdun the 
French who have been restive under 
German occupation of parts of tlie 
dominating height, known as hill 304, 
northwest of the fortress, have now 
succeeded in oartly ousting the Teu- 
tons. 
Paris today reports the cap- 
ture of a German fortified position on 
the northeast slope of the hill. 
On 
the German side an attempt was 
made by means of several attacks 
to capture a redoubt at Avocourt, 
on the French left flank, but the as- 
saults are declared to have been re- 
pulsed with heavy losses to the Ger- 
mans. 


In contrast with the Paris report 
annoijncing a French success at hill 
:i04, on the Verdun front. Berlin to- 
dav declares that three attacks by 
the French lon the German positions 
on that height were repulsed. 


Successful air raids by

United States to admonish German cit- 
izens in Iheir districts to scrupulously 
observe American laws. 
This was Jone 
in an efTort to end various alleged vio- 
lations of American neutrality. 
The 
ambassador acted on instructions from 
the Berlin foreign office. 
The action 
•was announced today in this official 
statement from the German embassy: 


"In conseijuence of cases whicli have 
occurred, the German ambassador has 
Bent instructions-to all German consuls 
in the United States to strongly im-, 
press upon German citizens • living in 
their districts that it 
is 
their 
duty 
scrupulously to obey the laws of the 
ktatc in whicb the/, reside." 


It was said at the German embassy 
that the instructions were designed to 
prevent plots on the part of German 
citizens who might be disposed to en- 
gage in such. The German government 
it was said, looks with great disfavor 
upon any such conduct and desires that 
they shall not engage in any under- 
taking in any way outside the law. 
It 
was made clear that Berlin officials, want 
the United States and its people to un- 
derstand tliat the government does not 
countenance illegal affairs with Avhinh 
German citizens or sympathizers in this 
country have been connected. 


Administration officials were 
much 
interested in the statement issued' by 
Count 
von Bernstorff and 
expreised 
themselves as much pleased. '

League Plan Debated at 
Lake Mohonk. 


Mohonk Lake, N. Y., May 18.—Tlie uao 
of military compulsion by a group of 
nations to prevent war, which is the 
most radical feature of the plan advo- 
cated by the league to enforce peace, 
was .debated today before the Lake 
Mohonk conference on international ar- 
bitration. 
The proposition was- fav- 
ored by Herbert 
S. 
Houston and Dr. 
George Haven Putnam, New York pub- 
lishers, and opposed by. Dr. James L. 
Tryon, of Boston, director of the New 
England department of the American 
Peace society, 
and 
Alpheus Snow, a 
Washington, D. C., lawyer. 


"Peace between nations," said Mr. 
Houston, "just as does peace within 
nations, must rest on force. Peace must 
be put on a war footing and its advo- 
cates must quit the forum for the field, 
if need be, to fight, not to urge war, but 
to establish peace." 


Mr. Snow's conclusion was that the 
plan of the league to enforce peace was 
impractivable and 
dangers 
for many 
reasons, chiefly because it proposes to 
uee joint instead of united force and 
provides no executive to determine and 
direct the force.

ii-ssisted Dr. Gross to get the man from 
the buggy and tjie bodv was carried in- 
to the lobby of the theater. 


Dr. J. E. McArdle, coroner of Allen

Botli Coroner

Something like a year ago the Fort Wajnie Real Estate exchange 
took an admirable step wlien it voted to discontinue the practice 
of Sunday real estate sales, Avhicli had apparently gotten a firm 
foothold among firms-which^were engaged in placing new additions 
upojf the market. 
It had become the practice of many dealers to 
advertise heavily, invite prospective purchasers to visit the newly- 
platted territory on^ Sunday, place energetic salesmen in charge on 
those days and no doubt a considerable volume of business was 
transacted in this way. 
But it was wrong, and the realty men 
realized it. 
They knew a business contract made on Sunday was 
invalid, that the practice was morally open to suspicion and that 
the plan Avas not in accord with high-class business principles. 
Its members determined to end it, and they have kept the faith. 


Recently, however, there has been a disposition upon thé part 
of outside promoters of property here, not members of the Real 
Estate exchange, to defy the code set up by the Fort Wayne realty 
men and to devote Sunday to the exploitation of additions in which 
they are interested.

"Food faddists '^nd seli-appointed - re-

how to eat it, ' he said. 
"It is time 
more perfect knowledge about food was 
available. 
This information is neces- 
sary both for thè man who oats and the 
manufacturer wbo prepares foods. 
The 
present day canner leads in the conser- 
yàtion of fruits and veifctable». 
He 
iias learned how to pack away the sur- 
plus of 
orchard and garden 
that 
may enjoy them when fresh fruits and 
vegetables are not obtainable. 


"In the development of his business 
tBc canner has had an uphill fight. 
He 
has faced and downed the bUgaboo of 
ptomaines; of tin poisoning; of the de- 
struction of the vitamines. 
He has yet 
a long way to go before the can of 
corn, peas or tomatoes 
is accepted in 
every household as a safe, wholesome 
and palatable food, just as the loaf of 
bread from the baker or potatoes and 
apples from the barrel are accepted and 
eaten withoivt question.- 


"Canned food is valuable not only be-

Uic phantoms which have assailed his 
industry that he has not had time to 
I teach its real value in terms of food or 
iabor saved.

A rather exact- 
ing process in this present day. 


Nature is concerned 
lirst of all in 
maintaining life, and demands that the 
energy of the child be directed primar- 
ily to that end. 
The normal child is 
endoA^'ed with more energy or vigor than 
is, required for nutrition and growtji. 


This "factor of safety" may be re- 
garded as the margin to be utilized by 
the school for intellectual development. 


If vigor be deficient on account of 
inadequate nutrition, imperfect breath- 
ing due to adenoids, constant combating 
of, germ poisons from infected tonsils 
or decayed teeth, there is less margin to 
be utilized in getting "education." 


The margin of physical vigor in ex- 
cess of bodily needs is the capital Avhich 
the child has to invest in education. 


It is the first business of the school 
to see that this capital is as large as 
possible., 
. The school therefore, should give pri- 
mary attention to the health of the chil- 
dren, not only for the sake of health it- 
self, but also to the end that education 
may be more effective.

There are a large "number of sorts 
of tomatoes, each one possessing some 
points of merit or difference which 
distinguish it from all others. 
These 
differences enable the Intelligent cul- 
tivator to select sorts for special pur- 
poses," as well as for special soils and 
climates. 
The varying demands of the 
markets and the different soil and cli- 
matic 
conditions 
presented 
in 
the 
various sections where the tomato is 
grown 
can 
only 
be 
satisfied 
by 
a 
variety list as variable as are the cbn-

dltions. 
It Is» fortunate that domesti- 
cated plants present so m a n y different 
forms, 
otherwise 
the 
cultivation 
of 
many crops would be restricted to a 
few favored localities. 
Besides broad- 
ening the field to which the tomato Is 
adapted, varieties present other 
im- 
portant dfcferenciBS manifested chiefly 
in the fruit. 


Early ripening sorts are frequently 
Irregular in shape, have comparatively 
thin 
walls, 
large .seed cavities, 
and 
numerous seeds. 
The fruit Is apt to 
color and 
ripen unevenly, 
remaining 
green around the stem, or to contain 
a 
hpird, gr'een 
core. 
Later-ripening 
Borts, white 
not all superior to 
the 
others, 
h a w 
as a rule thicker 
and 
firmer 
walls, smaller seed cavities, and 
few seeds. 


The most hig.hly developed varieties 
now make few s»^eds and ripen evenly. 
These characteristics of the fruits are 
Important factors In determining,their 
fitness for special purposes. 


Medium-sized, 
.smooth, 
spherical 
fruits, which ripen 
evenly and 
have 
small seed cavities and thick 
walls, 
are especially suited to long-distance 
ihipment. 


Those 
qualities 
should 
enter 
into 
every 
sort 
selected 
to 
the 
greatest 
possible degree consistent with earli- 
ness, lateness, 
heavy j-ields, 
or 
any 
other special qualSty which gives the 
variety a marked commercial advan- 
tage. 


Owing to the fact that in 
canned 
lomatoes it is difficult f o r the average 
consumer to note any derflcienciea in 
the appearance of the original fruit, 
many labor under the delusion 
that 
a.ny variety will answer for this pur- 
pose. 
This is a mistaken 
idea, 
as 
duality in canned goods is now an im- 
portant factor, and it is quite as neces- 
iary that a good quality of 
product 
ihould 
be used 
for canning as 
for 
rrowlng for the early or general mar- 
tet. although from the field side it 


THl FARM WATER SUPPLY IS AN IMPORTANT MATTER 


/ 
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A Pure Water Supply is One of tbe Most Important Factory in Farm Life Today—Without This, the Health of the Family is in Danger, However Attractive 
and Well Arranged the Farm and Farm House-May Be in Every Other Respect—This is Something That Should Not Be Postponed to a Time 
When Other Matters Do Not Press For Attehtibn, But Should Be Considered Promptly. 


F a r m water supplies may.be divided 
into three classes, which In the order 
of their liability to "pollution are sur- 
face 
supplies, 
shallow 
underground 
supplies, and deep underground sup- 
piles. 
The surface supplies are ob- 
tained from streams, ponds, reservoirs, 
and cisterns; both shallow and deep 
underground 
supplies 
are 
obtained 
from dug, 
bored, driven, or 
drilled 
wells, and from springs. 


Surface-'wiater supplies should 
not 
be -nsed for household purposes or for 
washing milk cans. 
They should r o t 
even 
be used 
for laundry 
purposes 
unless no other supply is available. 
Rain water 
from the roof 
Is often 
polluted by dust, leaves, and the drop- 
pings from birds. 
Any person 
who 
drinks 
water 
from 
surfacc 
supplies 
endangers his health if such supplies 
are not adequately protected and then 
purified. 


Where underground watera are hard 
to obtain, cisterns may be used where 
the store of rain water and 
surface 
supplies will be 
filtered 
and 
partially 
purified. 


The 
cistern 
should 
be 
of 
water- 
tight construction, to prevent leakage 
and 
to 
prevent 
pollution 
from 
the 
neighboring soil. 
It should have an 
overflow 
drain 
and 
a 
tight 
cover. 
There 
should 
also be suitable 
pro- 
vision for straining; or 
filtering 
the 
water previous to its entrance to the 
cistern. 


Unpolluted springs are, as a rule, 
good sources of water supply, 
since 
the water usually comes from 
great 
depths within the rock or is 
filtered 
through 
many 
layers 
of 
sand 
and 
gravel. 
However, springs are subject 
to pollution from the same sources as 
wells, and should be closely watched 
in this respect. 
F a r m spring supplies 
are 
often polluted 
by the 
drainage 
from buildings and stock pens. Spring 
water supplies from limestone are also 
subject to pollution from distant gar- 
bage 
and 
sewage 
dumped 
in 
sink 
holes. 
The same precautions should 
be taken for safeguarding spring sup- 
plies as in the case of weQls, and in 
addition the spring should always be 
fenced to keep out stock. 


After a pure water supply has been 
made available 
for the 
f a r m 
home 
the quantity 
of water 
needed 
must 
be considered. 
A suitable 
pumping 
equipment must be cfiosen, and then 
a satisfactory means for distributing 


and storing the water must bo pro- 
vided. 


There are three general systems of 
storage and distribution which may be 
readily 
applied 
to f a r m 
condif^^-.s: 
the 
gravity, 
pneumatic, 
and 
auto- 
pneumatlc systems. 


In 
the 
gravity 
system 
water 
Is 
forced Into the elevated tank 
placed 
higher 
than 
the 
highest 
discharge 
cock. 
A storage tank may be placed 
in the attic, on the roof, or on a tower 
outside. 
The agricultural experiment 
•station aL Ames. Iowa, has designed a 
silo with a storage tank placed on top. 


Since there is considerable frictional 
resistance to the flow of water through 
the distribution pipes, the tank should 
be placed at least ten feet higher than 
the highest discharge cock to insure 
a flow under pressure. 
, 
| 


Water 
weighs 
62.5 
pounds, 
p e r 
cubic foot or about 8.4 pounds 
per 
gallon, so that in placing a tank in 
the attic or on the roof the supports 
should be made sufficiently strong to 
uphold this weight. 


Either wooden or galvanized metal 
tanks may be used. 
Wooden 
tanks 
may be obtained of almost any size, 
either 
circular 
or 
rectangular 
in 
shape. 
They are generally built of 


bottom and not on that part of the 
stave which projects below. 


The 
capacities 
of 
circular 
tanks 
may be found by the following: 
Ca- 
pacity In gallons equals diameter In 
feet, squared, 
multiplied 
by 
0.7864, 
multiplied by the depth In feet, mul- 
tiplied by 7.48. 
One cubic foot equals 
7.8 gallons. 
W h e n located In build- 
ings 
:wooden 
tanks 
are 
commonly 
made rectangular. 
They may be lined 
with tinned copper, but "never 
with 
lead.'

In the auto-pneumatlc system 
the 
water is delivered fresh from the well 
to the faucets. 
This system consists 
essentially of an air compressor driven 
by a

or 
electric 
motor, an air-tight steel air-pressure 
tank, and one or more auto-pneumatic 
pumps. 
No water tank is required, 
since nothing is stored, but compressed 
air. 
The pump consists of two small 
metallic chambers submerged In the 
water, and when a faucet is opened 
they automatically fill and discharge, 
owing to the air pressure from the 
storage tank, thus giving a continuous 
flow of fresh water. 


The auto-pneumatlc p u m p can be 
used In wells, springs, or lakes where 
the water is free from sand and mud 
and does not have to be lifted more 
than one hundred feet or where the 
wofklng pressure does not exceed 65 
pounds.

where the turnip does not succeed, it 
will usually be found that the kohl- 
rabi grows on in spite of heat.

In the matter of varieties, too much 
dependence Ihould not be placed upon 
the name 
or upon the fact that 
a 
neighboring f a r m e r secures good re- 
sults from a given variety.

so many variations in the character of 
soils, even In the same locality, which 
exert an Influence upon the size and 
quality of crops that the best variety 
Is usuaIl>\one that is, in part at least, 
developed by the Individual 
grower. 
The main point is to select varieties

lilVE STOCK HELPS. 


The f a r m e r who feeds as much live 
stock as possible nwy figure that he Is 
receiving a double remuneration f r o m 
his crops: 
First, f r o m the marketing 
of feeds through live stock; and, sec- 
ond, from the fertilizing 
substances 
which are left In the manure. 
Prac- 
tically all of the nitrogen, phosphorus, 
and potash which is in the feeds is 
recovered 
in the 
manure 
from 
live 
stock. 
All landowners, farmers, and 
tillers of the soil should always 
be 
keenly conscious of this fact, and em- 
ploy methods of management accord- 
ingly. 


MODEL FARM, BIG YIELD. 


There Is a truck f a r m at the ex- 
treme end of Liong Island which Is 
attracting notice on account of 
the 
scientific methods employed, and the 
enormous crops prpduced. 
It is the 
Halyoake Farm, owned by Lucius H. 
Hallock, 
and 
includes 
80 
acres 
of 
ground. 
The owner has paid almost 
no attention to the public, except as 
his business required It, and has pur- 
sued 
intensive 
farming 
out 
cfl his 
passionate love for it. 
Forty acres of 
the f a r m are Installed with overhead 
irrigation, with water from a well on 
the premises sent sprinkling throufrh 


Iron pipes. 
Each acre Is expected to 
bear at least two crops during 
the 
year. 
It is not unusual to take 800 
bushels of onions from an acre, and 
at the close of the season t'o pull 1,200 
bushels 
of 
carrots 
from 
the 
same 
ground. 
Last year the onion 
yield 
was 
from 
seven 
to 
nine 
hundred 
bushels 
to the acre 
for the 
entire 
twenty-five acres planted. 
The crop 
sold for an average of much 
more 
than a dollar a bushel. 


To be satisfactory, a pruning tool 
must be easily and quickly operated, 
make a smooth clean cut and not be 
too expensive. 


Leeks. 


as a second crop, to follow beets, early 
peas, and other largre vegetables. 
In 
form it is a hardy, 
flat-leaved, 
bulbous 
perennial. 
The blanched stems 
and 
bulb are used in cookery for seasoning 
in the same manner as the onion. 


The leek has not, in the past, been 
much cultivated in this country except 
near large cities and where there is a 
considerable 
foreig-n population, 
but 
of late years its value is 
becoming 
more generally appreciated and now 
most gardens contain, at least, a few 
plants. 


The seed should be sown in a seed 
bed in late April or early May and 
the seedlings transplanted to the gar- 
den 
in 
June 
or 
July, 
when 
they 
should be 5 or 6 inches tall. 
At this 
time the tops should be cut back half 
and the plants set deep twelve to fif- 
teen inches apart and six to nine in- 
ches asunder. 
The reason for setting 
the plants so deep is that the neck and 
lower part of the leaves are to be used 
in a blanched condition. 
The soil may 
be drawn toward the plants in culti- 
vating to further the blanching. 
One 
ounce of seed is used to one hundred 
feet of drill. 


Being very hardy, the plants may 
be dug In late fall, and stored in the 
same manner as celery, in 
trenches 
or in a cool root cellar. 


As the mild 
flavor 
and 
excellent 
.seasoning qualities of this 
vegetable 
are beginning to be more 
generally 
known, the demand is increasing and 
it may now be found on all the vege- 
table stands of cities.

Docking the Lambs

5een docked should be attended to at 
snce.

longer, fiies wi!! give trouble by laying 
iggs close to the wounds. 
The mag- 
pots that hatch from these eggs feed 
n or near the wound and prevent it 
from healing. 


Is 
dorking 
necessary-? 
Not 
abso- 
tutely. but it is advisable because (1) 
locked lambs present a more attrac- 
;:ve appearance than those with long 
tails, <2> they bring from 25 to 50 
:ents more per 100 pounds when mar- 
ceted, and (3> in case of scours when 
the flock is turned on grass filth will 
l(t«n collect on the tails of the lambs, 
»resenting an ideal place for maggots 
0 live.

•esults from docking have ever been 
loticed and in no case do the records 
ihow any loss*in weight due to dock- 
ing. 
Strong, healthy 
lambs can 
be 
locked most easily when from two to

ibout an inch from the body with a 
food sharp knife. 
Older lambs will 
Irequently bleed badly if docked with 
1 knife or hatchet. 
Hot Irons 
are 
ised in order to prevent the loss of 
)lood, which Is some cases will be so 
treat as to weaken the lambs and cut 
town their gain for a week or more. 
The regular docking iron which can be 
»urchased 
from 
any 
sheep 
supply 
lOUse at 11.25 to $1.50 is used 
for 
locking the lambs. 
A hot chisel, no 
loubt, would be just as successful. 


The purpose of the use of the hot 
ron Is to prevent bleeding by thor- 
tughly searing the ends of the blood 
ressels. 
The irons should be heated 
mtil they are cherry red. 
If they are 
oo cold, the blood vessels will not be 
eared thoroughly, or if they are too 
lot, the tails will be taken off too 
lulckly and some bleeding will fre- 
[uently occur. 
An ordinary tinsmith's 
ilow torch Is one of the most con- 
'enient means of heating the Irons, 
lUt a portable forge may be used. 


Ram lambs that are not to be kept 
lor l^reedlng purposes should 
always 
le castraled at docking time. 
This Is 
lot necessary in case of lambs that are 
o be sold for mutton at the age of 
hree or four months. However, spring 
ambs that are,not marketed until fall 
ire always castrated because they are 
ASler to manage' and fatten than ram 
ambs. 
This operation should always 
)e performed before flies become trou- 
\eBome in spring. 


In a great state In the far west, one 
of the most successful poultry farmers 
Is a woman. 
She began with common 
hens of no particular breed, but 
it 
was soon found that well-bred fowls 
pay better than scrubs. 
So the breed- 
ing of pure-bred fowls was begun and 
is still practiced on this farri. 


There are a great many lessons we 
could learn f r o m this Oregon poultry 
raiser, but only one will be mentioned 
in this article and that is the poultry 
buildings. 
The houses described are 
for laying hen? only. 
The 
breeding 
pens 
are 
similarly 
constructed, 
but 
are not so large, since fewer hens are 
kept together. 


While the poultry houses on 
this 
farm 
are 
not 
expensive, 
they 
are 
eminently practical and have been d( 
signed with a view to convenience In 
management, comfort and cleanliness 
of the fowls, and protection 
against 
enemies of all kinds. 
There are no 
losses from weasels or other 
small 
animals, for these pests of the poultry- 
man are completely fenced out of the 
laying, breeding and brooder houses.

The houses for the laying pens cost 
about $1 per hen. 


A building 128 feet long and 10 feet 
wide Is cut into eight rooms 10 by 15 
feet and a storeroom for feed 8 by 10 
feet. 
One of the runs on this side 
extends beyond the end of the build- 
ing. 
This 
arrangement 
was 
made 
necepsary by the nature of the space 
available. 
In each of the eight com- 
partments 
with 
runs 
attached 
30 
hens are kept. 
The 
floor 
space 
in 
the building is 5 square feet for each 
hen and in the runs 135 square feet. 
Some good poultrymen give each hen 
only 4 square feet within doors, so 
the allowance in this respect Is liberal. 
Even with ISB square feet of outdoor 
space for each hen not much of a 
growth of green stuff can be main- 
tained in the runs, the space being In- 
tended more for exercise t h a n for pas- 
ture. 


In the end of the building the feed 
room Is located. 


Dirt floors are used in the compart- 
ments or pens. 
The self-feeders and 
the drinking pans are placed in ai>- 
proprlate openings In the 
partitions 
between two pens. 
The doors are 4 
feet wide and 6 feet high and swing 
both ways. 
The upper half of each 


door Is of chicken wire, the lower half 
of boards. The two perches are on a 
level with each other, so that 
there 
will be no crowding on the top perch. 
They are placed 15 Inches above the 
dropping board. 
The perches do not 
touch the walls of. the room at any 
point. 
This Is Important, as it ai^s 
in keeping down vermin.

covered ventilator. 
In cold 
weather 
(he 
fowls must

drafts. 


Vermin (mites) are the bane of Im- 
properly managed housea. 
They con- 
ceal themselves on the undersurface 
of the perch. In the corner« of nest 
boxes, under the dropping board, and 
Iri crevices wherever convenient to the 
roosting places of the fowls. 
In these

places of concealment the vermin de- 
posit 
their 
eggs. 
Once 
every 
year 
every possible hiding place for vermin 
is painted with a coal-tar preparation. 
This is applied full strength with a 
brush. 
The whole inside of the nest 
boxes Is thus painted. 
This treatment 
keeps the vermin In suhlection. 


The 
dirt 
floors 
of 
the 
pens 
are 
usually covered several Inches 
deep 
with straw, which Is changed 
about 
every ten days. 
In summer the 
floors 
are swept clean about once a month; 
in winter, 
less often—usually 
twice 
during the season. 


The 
Interior 
of 
these 
houses 
is 
whitewashed once a year, a pint of 
disinfectant 
being 
added 
to 
each 
bucket of whitewash. 
This aids in 
keeping down vermin. 
The fact that 
the perches and nest boxes are swung 
from the rafters and nowhere 
touch 
the walls prevents mites from hiding 
in crevices in the walls.

m a n could take care of 1,500 to 2,00Q 
hens.

Poisoning Cutworms 


Efficacious Remedy D i s c o v e r e d 
foi 
Tliese Pests. 


Tomatoes, cabbage, sweet 
potatoei 
and 
other 
vegetables 
and 
garden 
plants and especially those whirh ara 
started under glass and transplanted, 
are subject to serious injury by cut- 
worms, says Indiana Farmer. 
They 
appear sometimes in great numbers in 
spring 
and 
early 
summer 
and 
fre- 
quently do severe injury before their 
j ravages are noticed. 
The method of 
• attack Is to cut off the youner plants 
at about the surface of the ground, 
and as these insects are of large size and 
voracious feeders, they are capable of 
de.stroying many 
plants in a 
single 
night, frequently more than they caB 
devour. 
During the past two 
years 
these 
insects, 
working 
generally 
throughout 
the 
United 
States, 
de- 
stroyed hundreds of thousands of dol- 
lars' worth of crops. 
By the timely 
application 
òf remedies, however, U 
was demonstrated by the Department 
of Agriculture 
through 
field 
agents 
and 
others 
of 
the 
Bureau 
of 
En- 
tomology engaged in the investigation 
of Insects Injurious to truck and sugai 
beets in some of the principal trucking 
regions 
that 
these 
insects 
can 
be 
readily controlled, large areas 
being 
successfully treated. The usual method 
of control is by the use of poisoned 
baits. 


Take a bushel of drj- bran, add on< 
pound of arsenic or Paris green, and 
mix it thoroughly into a mash with 
eight gallons of water, in which hai 
been stirred half a gallon of sorghum, 
or other cheap molasses. 
After th< 
mash has stood several hours, scattai 
It In lumps of about the size of a 
marble over the fields where Injury U 
beginning to appear and about 
th« 
bases of the plants set out. 
Apply lat« 
In the day so as to place the poisofl 
about the plants over night, which 1« 
the time when the cutworms are ac« 
tlve. 
Apply a second time if nece» 
sary. 


A GOOD RATION. 


A desirable grain ration for cow* 
when corn and oats are used as s 
base, is one made up of 300 pound« 
of corn-and-cob meal, 200 pounds ol 
oats and 100 pounds of 
cotton-seed 
meal. 
Peed this at the rate of onf 
pound for every three pounds of foul 
per cent, milk produced. ^ In «addition 
feed as much legume hay and 
corn 
stover as the cows will consume.

KOHL-RABI. 


. Considering all

seems strange that kohl-rabl is so 
little known. It has been likened to 
a sort of turnip-rooted cabbage, which 
forms a large ball on .the surface o 
the ground. But to be exact, the ball 
is not a root, but an enlargement of 
the stem; It is the part that Is used 
for food. Kohl-rahl Is much used in 
Europe and Its merits are slowly be- 
coming recognized here. 
Although 


quite different In flavor, it may be, used 
In place of the turnip, and, in sections 
where the turnip does not succeed, it 
will usually be found that the kohl- 
rabi grows on In spite of heat.

In the matter of varieties, too much 


dependence should not be placed upon 
the name or upon the fact that a 
neighboring farmer secures good re- 
sults from a given variety. There, are 
so many variations in the character of 
soils, even In the same'locality, which 
exert an influence upon the size and 
quality of crops that the best variety 
is usually one that Is, In part at least, 
developed by the Individual grower. 
The main point is to select varieties

Valuable work In the control of 


orchard 
insect pests may be ac- 


complished 
during the winter and

Certain destructive In- 


sects are held In check only by spray- 
Ing during the dormant period of 
irees when stronger washes may he 
used than when the trees are in foli- 
age. 
Many Insects of the orchard 


spend the winter on the trees In the 
egg, larval, or pupal stage, and their 
destruction In the course of pruning 
or other orchard work Is practicable 
and is of much importance in keeping 
them reduced. 


STOCK HEIJPS. 


The farmer who feeds as much live 


stork as possible may figure that he is 
receiving a double remuneration from 
his crops: First, from the marketing 
of fee.ls through live stock; anfl, sec- 
ond. 
from th« fertilizing substances 


which are left in the manure. Prac- 
tically all of the nitrogen, phosphorus, 
and potash which is. In the feeds Is 
recovered In the manure from live 
stock. 
AH landowners, farmers, and 


tillers of the soil should always be 
keenly conscious of this fact, and em- 
ploy methods of management accord- 
ingly. 


MODEL FARM, BIG YIELD., 


There Is a truck farm at the ex- 


treme end of Long Island which Is 
attracting notice, on account of the 
scientific methods emploj'ed, and the 
enormous crops produced. 
It Is the 


Halyoake Farm, owned'by Lucius H. 
Hallock, and Includes 80 acres of 
ground. The owner, has paid almost 
no attention to the public, except as 
his business required it, and has pur- 
sued intensive farming out at his 
passionate love for It. Forty acres of 
the farm are Installed with overhead 
irrigation, with water from a well on 
|the premises sent sprinkling through

PLAIN BUILDINGS OF SIMPLE CONSTRUCTION BEST FOR LAYING HENS 


In a gre.at state In the far west, one 


of the most successful poultry farmers 
Is a woman. She began with common 
hens of no particular breed, but it 
was soon found that well-bred fowls 
pay better than scrubs. So the breed- 
Ing ot pure-bred fowls was begun and 
Is still practiced on this farr.:. 


There are a great many lessons we 


could learn from this Oregon poultry 
raiser, but only one will be mentioned 
In this article and that is the poultry 
buildings. 
The houses described are 


for laying hens only. 
The breeding 


pens are similarly constructed, but 
are not so large, since fewer hens are 
kept together.

These houses are not

heated at any season of the year. On 
he coldest nights durlny the winter 
.he openings (doors, windows, and 
passageway for hens) are all closed, 
the ventilation being entirely through 
the muslin doors and th« muslin- 
covered ventilator. In Cold weather 
the fowls must not be exposed to 
drafts. 


Vermin (mites) are the bane of Im- 


properly managed houses. They con- 
ceal themselves on the tindersurface 
of the perch, In the corners of nest 
boxes, under the dropping board, and 
in crevices wherever convenient to the 
roosting places of the fowls. In these 


places of concealment the vermin de- 
posit their eggs. 
Once every year 


every possible hiding place for vermin 
is painted with -a coal-tar preparation. 
This is applied full strength with a 
brush. The whole inside of the nest 
boxes Is thus painted. This treatment 
keeps the vermin In subjection.
